ANTI-KELLOGG MEETING. 


N e w O r le a n s , Sept. 15.— ^Upon a call 
of fifty business men of this city, a 
meeting of the citizens was held yester­ 
day at noon, on Canal Street, to petition 
or protest against the usurpation of 
the goTcrnment by Kellogg. The im­ 
mediate cause of the meeting was the 
seizure of arms py the Metropolitan 
polieo. ■: 
— - 
The liieeting resolved that McEnery 
was elected Governor ia 1872, but ^el- 
logg, by fraud and force had usurped 
the office, held power, and grossly 
wronged the people of Louisiana, and a 
committee was finally appointed to wait 
upon Kellogg and demand his immediate 
abdication. 
Kellogg refused to receive the com­ 
mittee. 
BBIEftES OK W AR. 
The meeting adjourned, to arm and 
reassemble at 8 o'clock, p. m. 


THE LT. GOVERNOR SIDES WITH THE MEET­ 
ING, AND CALLS FOR TBOOl’S. 
Soon after, Lt. Gov. Penn, acting 
with the citizens, issued proclamations 
and orders, claiming to be Acting Gov­ 
ernor in the absence of McEnery, recit­ 
ing charges against Kellogg, calling peo­ 
ple to arms and to assemble to drive 
out usurpers, appointing Gen. Ogden to 
military command, and assuring the ne­ 
groes that the movement was not against 
them. 
CANAL ST. OCCUl’lBD BY KELLOGG TROOPS. 
About four o’clock, a force of five 
hundred metropolitan cavalry and artil­ 
lery, comij^anded by Gen. Longstreet, 
came on Canal Street, and Longstreet 
and staff rode up and down commanding 
people to disperse. 
FIGHTING COMMENCED. 
Soon after, a fight occured at the cor­ 
ner of Levee and Canal streets. The 
negroes among the metropolitan forces 
ran at the first fire, leaving the whites 
alone. 
TBB KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
S il or eight cittzens and twenty to 
thirty police, all whites, were killed, 
and many were wounded.

The metropolitans retreated, and the 
citiaens captured the City Hall, and bar­ 
ricaded the streets, and at midnight 
hdd all the city above Canal Street.

KBLLOGO DTRA8TT OVBBTBaOWN. 
Nbw O r l e a n s, Sept. 16.—>By 7 o*dock 
yesterday morning, Lt. Gov. PennV 
militia was ten thousand strong, and by 
10 o’clock, the overthrow of the Kellogg 
dynasty was completed, together with 
the surrender of the State House and 
police stations. 
KBLLOGO 
RAD FLED, 
and Lonntreet had taken refuge in the 
Custom House, which is guarded by a 
coiupanf of regulars. By noon, Penn’s 
miiitia had disbanded, and what the 
white leaguers claim to be the legal 
government of Louisiana, sppeara to be 
fully estdilished. 


KELLOGG APPEALS TO THB PRESIDENT. 
Kellogg has appealed to the President 
for aid, and proclamation was yesterday 
made commanding the dispersal of the 
revolutionists within five days. Hean- 
tlme all available troops will be sent to 
New Orleans. Grant’s conversation in­ 
dicates a firm determination to compel 
obedience to Kellogg’s administration, j 
but he had not then been advised of the ‘ 
success of the revolutionists or the re­ 
joicing of the people of Louisiana,which 
has been extraordinary. 


•BIGIN. 
It appears the revolution originated 
with the business men of New Orleans, 
and is supported by the business men 
of other southern cities—all declaring 
Kellogg a usurper and tyrant. 


NON-INTEBFSBENCE REQUESTED. 
Lt. Gov. Penn, signing himself as 
Acting Governor—McEnery, Kellogg’s 
opponent for Governor, being absent— 
has addressed a dispatch to the Presi­ 
dent, claiming to be acting legally and 
loyally, and asking non-interference. 


PESN SUCCESSFUL. 
At 8 o’clock, Penn was inducted into 
the gubernatorial residence, cheered by 
ten thousand unarmed citizens. About 
the same time the militia marched by 
the Custom House, removing the cap­ 
tured arms to the Arsenal. 


AS A COLLECTOR OF FOSSILS

ENTHUSIASM. 
The Federal soldiers crowded the win­ 
dows of the Custom House, and cheered 
the militia. 
At 4 p. III., there was not an armed 
man on any street except the* federal 
sentinel at the Custom House, and be­ 
fore night all Northern Louisiana had 
conformed to the new order, without 
any conflict. 
BXCiriXENT BLSEWHERB. 
St. L o u is, Sept. 16.—Last night an 
excited meeting of the citizeps, called 
by the Chamber of Commerce, adopted 
resolutions of sympathy with the people 
of New Orleans. Speeches were violent. 
Lawyer Garesche proposed to arm in 
aid of Louisiana if Grant forcibly at­ 
tempted to restore the Kellogg Hsurpa- 
tioD.

Gen. Shields, chairman, dismissed the 
meeting, which wag very large, and in­ 
timated that it might be called togeth­ 
er again to give aid if Louisiana should

Gen. Emery’s dispatches to the War 
Department say that he has not enough 
troops to maintain a conflict with the 
revolutionists; also, that the presence 
of federal troops lost its moral effect in 
preventing or suppressing disturbances.

RAILROAD LAW CONSTITUTIONAL. 


M ilw a u k e e , Sept. 16.—The Supreme 
Court of Wisconsin yesterday decided 
that the State railroad law was consti­ 
tutional, and enjoined all roads to obey 
it, commencing October 1st. 
The Northwestern and Milwaukee 
roads announce that they will obey the 
orders of the Supreme Court. 


If the stringent orders issued by Gen. 
Sheridan are enforced. Custer’s cavalry 
are likely to find sufficient employpaent. 
To prevent by watchfulness the move­ 
ment of any considerable body across 
the plains to the Black Hills, may per­ 
haps be easily accomplished; but when 
the Lieutenant General instructs his 
subordinates to send a force to this El­ 
dorado to pick up any venturesome gold 
seeker who may have succeeded in elud­ 
ing the vigilance of the military cordon 
surrounding it, it sounds too much like 
an attempt to intimidate, and will be 
very apt to over-reach.—St, Paul

WHAT HE DON’T KNOW ABOUT 
GOLD IN THE BLACK HILLS. 


The Tribune Gives the Lie to His 
Reports. 


A N D P R O V E S I T B Y U N IM ­ 
P E A C H A B L E E V ID E N C E . 


Statem ent of Practical M iners 
W h o A ccom panied the 
Expedition. 


Prof. Winchell, who accompanied the 
expedition, has published a report, in 
which he speaks of the Black Hills. He 
says they have a delightful climate, 
pure waters, Sundance of pine timber, 
a sufficient quantity of arable land to 
sustain a thick population; that gyp­ 
sum, marble, slate, etc., may be found 
in unlimited quantities, but on the gold 
question he says: “The miners that 
accompanied the expedition report the 
finding of gold and silver, though I saw 
none of the gold, nor did I see any of 
the auriferous quartz. I have taken 
the report with a large grain of al­ 
lowance.” 
This in his official report, but the 
Minneapolis Tribune reports Winchell 
as follows: 


Prof. Wiophell said that he did not see any gold in 
(he Black Hills, n*r did any one bring any to him for 
exantination. Some brought what they thought was 
gold bearing quartz, but on examination he found it 
to be mica scales stained irith iron rust. Iron often 
gets into mica and colors it, canting frequent mis­ 
takes in that way. He would not say but what there 
was gold there, and some parties may have discovered 
gold, but he saw hone, and therefore he was of the 
opinion that there was none there. 
He was-led to 
believe that the reports of gold were groundless from 
another reason, viz: that the character of the men 
who talked up (he expedition urging the government 
to explore the Black Hilli, would lead any one to 
distrust their statements. These men were miners 
and adventurers who profess to be practical miners, 
but who have always lived on and profited by excite­ 
ment. They were stock jobbers who probably own 
extinct cl:tims now in differjcnt parts of the country 
and wbo wish to profit out of this expedition. He 
did not say that Gen. Custer or the military authori­ 
ties have been influenced by these men. 
They may 
have been practical ndners but they were also 
PRACTICAL SCHBMKB8. 
The reporters accompanying the expedition derived 
all their information concemiog the reported gold 
discoveries from those men, and so did Gen. Custer. 
No one but these men pretended to have taken out 
any gold, or to have seen any anywhere. It would 
have been very easy for them, with the view of rais­ 
ing this exdtement, to have taken with them a quant­ 
ity of gold dust and then washed it in their pans. He 
would not say that they did so, but that they might 
have done so, and Indeed the possibilities for so do 
ing were so great that he thought it a good reason for 
distrusting their statement. 
If Prof. Winchell has made such re­ 
ports as the above be has written him­ 
self an ass, and deserves the appellation 
of a Dogberry of the first water. What 
he says in his report is well enough. 
Perhaps he did not see gold, but that 
does not prove that it is not there; the 
miners did not report to him,' were not 
expected to report to him. He went 
there as a geologist, the miners as 
miners, and each took there own cours­ 
es. The miners found the gold; the 
Geologists did not. 
Did a scientific man ever find a gold 
mine through his 'science? There Is not 
a single case on fecord. 
His science 
may be able to tell him where gold or­ 
iginates; it takes the experienced miner 
to determine its resting place. 
The Omaha BeraU quotes from Hay­ 
den to show that many years ago he 
reported on this country, pronouncing 
it gold bearing. A hundred other au­ 
thorities have been quoted to prove 
that gold exists there—and now all that 
Winchell can say is that lie did not see 
any, and therefore, distrusts the re­ 
ports. 
He is reported, however, as saying 
that he was ted to believe the reports 
groundless from the character of the 
men wbo talked up the expedition, 
urging the Government to explore the 
Hills. 
Think of such a 'statement from a 
man who prides himself^on his learning! 
He thinks there was no gold because 
be did not see any, and distrusts the 
reported discoveries because of the 
character of the men who wanted the 
Black Hilte explored. 
Throws away 


his science and frames his opinions on 
his pejudice. A sweet scientist that. 
This expedition was talked up by 
such officers as Gen. Custer and Gen. 
Sheridan, 
and the exploration was 
made for military reasons alone. Does 
Winchell’q^jComments apply to them. 
He does not say so, but adds, they 
may have been influenced by practical 
schemers. 
He says the reporters derived all 
their information from the miners ac­ 
companying the expedition, and adds, 
no one saw these men take out gold or 
pretends to have seen them take it-out^ 
The Bismarck T r ib u n e gives the lie 
to this statement. 
The first prospect 
taken out was by H. N. Ross and Wm. 
McKay, in the presence of Charles Rey­ 
nolds and N. H. Knappen, the Bismarck 


T r ib u n e correspondent, Maj. Telford, of 
the 7th Cavalry, happened where the 
miners were prospecting one day, and 
from the Gist pan taken out after his 
arrival ten cents worth of gold was 
taken out and given to the Major, and 
he now has it, and he saw many, pan- 
fulls of earth taken out all yielding 
gold in quantities averaging from one 
to fifteen cents to the pan. Elsewhere 
we mention the names of several others 
who saw gold taken out themselves. 
The Bismarck T r ib u n e correspondent 
brought it several colors taken out by 
his own hands. 
It would liavo been very^ easy, says 
the redoubtable Winchell, with a view to 
raising this excitement, to have* salted 
the mines. He would not say they did 
so, but they might have done so. 
If he will show that they had inter­ 
ests that could be promoted by such a 
course, then some one may be made to 
believe that this was the case. 
H. N, Ross is a gentleman, respected 
by all who know him, and relating to 
any mining matter his word will go 
further among miners than would the 
oath of a professor. 
He is known 
throughout Montana and Colorado, and 
has had charge of extensive mining in- 
tjprests there—at one time of Smith & 
Parmlee’s mines, at Gregory Point, 
Colorado, the richest mine in the ter­ 
ritory. 
Mr. Ross is vouched for by men ifi 
this town whose words will bring gold, 
S. A. Dickey for instance, as a miner of 
twenty years’ experience. He has been 
a member of the territorial council and 
is esteemed most by those who know 
him best. 
We call the attention of these men to 
Winchell’s story, and put against it 
their simple statement of facts, feeling 
assured that no miner|wiil hesitate as to 
which to accept. 
The fiist indications of gold were 
found in Castle Valley. No signs of 
granite were found until a section of 
eighteen miles was passed after striking i 
the hills, though the country had the 
appearance of being a gold country, 
granite and quartz were interiqingled 
with slate. After traveling the granite 
about six miles we prospected for gold; 
and after that at every point where we 
prospected for fifteen miles, we found 
gold, and in many places commencing 
in the grass roots. In one place, near 
the main camp in Caster’s Park, we 
sunk a hole eight feet, and in every 
panfull of dirt from the top to the bot­ 
tom of this hole gold wi^ found averag­ 
ing two cents to the pan; many pans 
as high as five cents each, and one pan- 
full of earth yielded fifteen cents. 
We 
did not.go to the bed-rock here, becanse 
we expected to have further opportunity 
for prospecting in the vicinity. 
At a 
point about four miles below this, a 
much better prospect was found, with 
plenty of water. Here ont of three 
pans, thirty-five cents were taken. The 
creek was prospected for twelve miles 
below this, and in every panfull of dirt 
col6r was found—even among thie gravel 
in the bed of the streams. The gold 
seemed to be thoroughly distributed 
throughout this entire valley; hot all 
prospects were paying ones, but they 
were sufficient to satisfy any miner 
that rich diggings existed in thatvicin- 


ÉveiT indication, as far as the quartz 


ftDd granite is conoemed, is fsrorable for 
gold—more so than the richest mines 
in Montana. 
Erery miner familiar 
with these countries who saw the Black 
Hills will admit this. The mines will 
yield) with poor facilities, ten dollars 
per day, and from that upward accord­ 
ing to facilities. We refer to Major 
Telford, of the 7th cavalry, Chas. Rey­ 
nolds, the scout, N. H. Knappen, Bis’ 
marck Tbibunb correspondent. General 
McCabe, Fred Weddle, an old forty- 
niner, and Richard Matterson, master 
of transportation, and scores of men on 
the expedition,all of which saw prospects 
taken from the earth—all of whom sus­ 
tain the reports made. Not to speak of 
Gen. Custer, Gen. Forsythe, Col. Lud­ 
low and Col Grant, who were in posi­ 
tion to "know what was ddfle and who 
will report accordingly. 
Gold was also found in the Belle 
Fourche, and colors in the Little Mis­ 
souri and Sweet Brier, but not in pay­ 
ing quantities. 
Ross and McKay are so well satisfied 
with the prospects that they are ready 
lead a party of miners into^the gold 
regions as soon as they can lawfully go. 
This would not be the case if they were 
frauds, because miners will not be fool­ 
ed with. 
They are disposed to treat 
•imposters to the halter or to a cold 
deck. 
There is not a miner in this locality, 
no matter how skeptical others may be, 
who is not satisfied that gold has been 
discovered in unlimited quantities in 
the Black Hills, and they believe with 
the writer, that the prospects are bet­ 
ter than represen ted. 


Cnster’s Return. 
A special dispatch to The World from 
Ft. Lincoln announces the arrival at 
that post on Sunday last of Custer’s ex­ 
pedition after an absence of fifty-nine 
eventful days. The orders under which 
the expedition marched allowed the 
Commanding General sixty days where­ 
in to explofe the Black Hills and to 
return to the place of starting. Gen. 
Custer in timing his marches and his 
stoppages has always kept in view the 
lirst duty of a soldier, which is to obey 
orders, and, from the glowing accounts 
of the explored region which have been 
from time to time returned by The 
WorliVs correspondents with the expe­ 
dition, we doubt not he has left many 
romantic paths of dalliance and many 
promising paths of practical and profit­ 
able investigation untrodden in order 
to finish his work within the prescribed 
time. The dinner, w'bicb, before setting 
out, he ordered to be spread out for him 
at Fort Lincoln at 6 o’clock on the 
afternoon of August 31, was not ready 
by twenty-four hours on his return. 
These hours Custer and other members 
of the expedition doubtless looked upOn 
as so much invaluable time needlessly 
substracted from a holiday much too 
short at best. But, short as it was, it 
has been most profitably and commend- 
ably spent. For whatever may be said 
of the questionable policy and more 
than questionable motives’ which induc­ 
ed the Government to send the expedi­ 
tion into, the territory set apart by 
solemn treaty for the exclusive use of 
the Indians, nothing but praise deserves 
to be said of the efficiency, tact, and 
energy with which .the expedition has 
l>een conducted by Custer. In avoiding 
all conflicts with the hostile Indians, as 
he steadily aimed to do, Custer has 
• shown himself a better tactician and 
soldier than if he had won.half a dozen 
inglorious victories over them, The 
distance he has traveled through a path­ 
less wilderness is not the least remark- 
rble of his achievememts. Twenty miles 
a day is good marching for an army on 
turnpike roads. Custer, since he left 
Fort Lincoln, has traveled a thousand 
miles, which, including stoppages, is at 
the rate of about seventeen miles for 
every day of his absence. 
Upon the 
.results of the expedition it is yet almost 
too soon to speculate. 
The investiga­ 
tions made by the scientists and others 
who accompanied the expedition were 
necessairily hasty and superficial. But 
the facts concerning the beauty, fertili­ 
ty, and mineral wealth of tbe Black 
Hills, as asertained by observation and 
by such systematic investigation as was 
possible, leave no room to doubt the 
great value of the territory which Cus­ 
ter penetrated. These have been given 
at length in our correspondence, and 
are summarized in the dispatches an­ 
nouncing the return of the expedition. 
The interest with which the movements 
of Custer and the brave men who ac­ 
companied him have been watched will 
only be equalled by the warmth of the 
..welcome which will hail their return.— 
K, Y World.

^ROBXJCTS OF T H E N O R T H - 
E R N P A C IF IC C O U N T R Y . 
A squash weighing 31 pounds, potato 
vines measuring six feet in length, and 
a cucumber four feet long, are not bad 
specimens to l^.produced in a country 
that is not worth a penny an acre. 
On Saturday we saw a squash, (an 
“Acorn,”) weighed, which was produced 
by L. F. Hildebrand, which pulled down 
the scales at 31 pounds. It was grown 
in the open air, without irrigation, and 
was wholly ripe. Sunday we tried it 
for dinner, and found it to be as nice as 
the same variety in any other country. 
Stepping into Mr. Hildebrand’s garden, 
the first potato vine we came to, when 
straightened out, reached to the top of 
the writer’s head, measuring full six 
feet in length. And this was but one 
among many of equally vigorous growth. 
Col. Orlando Moore, of the 6th Infan­ 
try, Major of Gen. Hazea’s regiment, 
informs me, that at Fargo, on the line 
of the N. P., he saw a cucumber raised 
in that immediate vicinity, which meas­ 
ured four feet in length. Lest the story 
should be disbelieved we took a rule 
and measured it, and we are now pre­ 
pared to swear to it, if any question 
the statement. We have on our table,a 
potato weighing one and one-half 
pound?. We received by the last train 
a bushel of potatoes from the Goose 
Creek Nursery, raised by Mike Smith, 
who has immediate charge of tree plant­ 
ing on the N. P., that cannot be beaten 
in any country. 
When baked we never 
saw their equals. Though crops were 
kept back by the drouth, and some ir­ 
reparably injured by the grasshoppers, 
everything in the vegetable line has 
produced beyond expectation. Toma­ 
tes, even, have ripened in several in­ 
stances. 


FOR CO NG RESS. 
Col. W. S. King was nominated for 
Congress in the Tbird Minnesota Dis­ 
trict last Thursday, by acclamation. 
This is a splendid triumph for Col. 
King, for no man was ever fought har­ 
der than he has been. 
Every inch of 
ground was contested, and by a general 
favorite, but King overcome all opposi­ 
tion, and when the Convention convened 
it was found to be pretty nearly unani­ 
mous in his favor. 
This is not only a splendid triumph 
for Col. King but it is a glorious victory 
for the Northern Pacific interests—a 
wind-fall for Northern Dakota. For 
though not of us he is for us, and will 
labor on all occasions to advance our 
interests. Now, if we will be true to 
ourselves, aud elect Judge Kidder to 
second the efforts of Col. King in our 
behalf, Congress will not neglect us.

, The northern boundary of this reser­ 
vation is about fifty miles south of Bis­ 
marck. 
The country west of Bismarck 
is not included in the reservation and 
expeditions for Belle Fourche,where the 
richest gold mines are reported to exist, 
would not touch the reservation, and 
the Government would have no more 
right to stop them than they would a 
train for the Muscheshell mines. 
The western boundary of this reser­ 
vation is the line between Wyoming 
and Dakota, extending north between 
Montana and Dakota. 
Inyan Kara is 
outside of the reservation and Har­ 
ney’s^ Peak is but a Few Miles 
Over tbe Une. 
Prospect valley, from which there is 
a direct trail to Bismarek, not crossing 
the reservation or touching it at any 
point, is also outside the reservation, 
and rich gold fields, outside of the res­ 
ervation, lie a few miles south of it. 
The gold fields can be reached via 
this route, by a Trail Fresh and 
Well Marked, Within 2§0 Miles 
of Bismarck, a route lying so far 
north of the Indian Agencies, and over 
neutral ground, that there is absolutely 
no danger from the hostile tribes until 
the immediate vicinity of the Hiils is 
reached. 
This point can also be reached via 
Cheyenne to advantages, though from 
that point parties would pass through a 
country Swarming [with Indians, 
while from Bismarck, as before shown, 
there is no danger. 
There can be no doubt about it, Bis­ 
marck has the Shortest, Best and 
Safest Route to the Black Hills. 
Gen. Custer sustains this view of the 
case and all parties not interested in 
other routes also will when they look 
the ground all over. 
This route can be traveled now with­ 
out danger of molestation from the 
Government or from the Indians, and 
tbe Gold Fields may now be reached 
without tresspassing on the Sioux Res­ 
ervation.

‘ ‘1 want to be an Indian, a Modoc or a Ute, 
I am tired of being a white man, an unprotected 
brute.” 
The Tribunh mentioned last week the 
arrival of Running Antelope and some 
of his head men at Fort Lincoln. They 
had a pow-wow with the Rees employed 
by the Government as scouts at that 
post, and a “big-talk” with the Long 
Haired Chief, then came to Bismarck to 
interview Col. Brownson, our gentle 
manly station agent, whom they styled 
Chief of the Iron Road. 
The party consisted of Running An­ 
telope, Chief of the Uncapapas, lire 
Heart,.Walking Shooter, Bear’s Brother, 
Medicine Man, Bear Face, Bad Bear, 
Black Bird, Chief Soldier and about 
twenty warriors,one of whom,Catch the 
Wild Cat, was extremely anxious to get 
his name in the paper, and lest he 
should get his back up and stop his 
patronage we put it in and add that the 
man who caught the wild cat seemed 
to be the liveliest delegate in the party. 
The party were invited into the 
freight depot and supplied with chairs, 
whereupon they smoked the pipe o 
peace and commenced their talk. 
Brownson said he was glad to see 
them and would do all he could to make 
it pleasant for them but the “Chief of 
Ihe Iron Road” was in St. Paul. The 
Indians all said “how.” Brownson con­ 
tinued, however, Andrew Fisher inter­ 
preting, that he would hear what they 
bad to say and communicate it to head­ 
quarters,and the Indians all said “how.” 
Running Antelope, who is a great 
roan among them, even ^as Donnelly is 
a great man among the Grangers, 
though not acknowledged or honored, 
except for past service, by many of his 
tribe who are hostile to the railroads 
and to the men who want to rob these 
dear down trodden people of their 
rights, proceeded to open the talk. 
He 
said: Eight of us chiefs with a few of 
our young men have come up to visi^ 
you and are glad to see' you. [How! 
how!!] .We come up last winter to vis­ 
it the Long Haired Chief, but it was so 
cold we could not then visit you. When 
at Washington the Great Father bade 
us shake hands with the white men 
when they came into our country and 
they would then be good to us, so we 
have come to shake hands with you. 
[How! how! I] 
I see a great many 
white men here; they are quiet and 
well dressed and peaceable and we are 
glad to see them. 
We are glad the 
railroad is built so th |t the great fa^cr 
can send^ttS flour, bacon, blankets and 
o % r th iq ^ quickly. I wanted to see 
the Cl^ief of the iron Road and talk 
with him about these things,and I want 
him to tell the Great Feather what I 
have to . sa^.^ The . great .father told 
us that our, land was all bad and he did 
not j^inkj^a’t he would ever want it 
T h ^ said H waé only fit % the Indians, 
but nbw^that they have found our gold 


they want to tidre our land from us. I 
want the Great Father to write me and 
tell me about this matter. Our Great' 
who, the^^^G^ 
Father told > h ^ 
Father never lies, and we can. believe 
wbatbesays, ^ 
Two times now thaLong Haired Chief 
has passed through our country, and we 
have had no money—not one cent for it 
—and when he and his soldiers go 
through, the buffalo leave; they have all 
gone and we have none for food; no 
skins to sell to the traders. The white 
men are cutting wood and grass on our 
reservation and receive big money for 
it, but Indian gets nothing. I see all 
these things and it makes my heart 
heavy—I can not talk. I am poor, my 
blanket is made of old flour sacks—look 
at me and see how poor I am—I am 
ashamed to be seen. White men come 
to us poor and go away with good 
clothes. 
Of the money given us to 
plow our ground and build our houses 
the white man takes the most of it and 
leaves us poor. The wagons the Great 
Father sent us were not good and they 
fell to pieces. Our agent drives around 
in a fine carriage; but I have no wagon, 
and if I had I have but one pony. 1 
want the Great Father to send us a new 
trader and drive off the one we have 
there beóause he cheats us. 1 go to him 
for c'oth and he charges me one dollar 
a yard—when I come here I buy the 
same seven yards for one dollar. We 
know this is wrong and think our great 
Father does not know how we are treat­ 
ed. I have been good to the white peo­ 
ple and try to keep good with them; but 
we want a good store and a good trader, 
and want the white man to keep off 
from our land. 
Great Father told us that when the 
railroads were built he would pay us for 
our land. We do not care if rail road 
is built, we are glad it is built, but now 
the white man wants our land which 
our Great Father told us he would not 
want. We know there is much gold 
there and when the white man goes in 
he will fill his pockets and go away and 
give us no money. 
Walking Shooter, who at one time 
was an honored chief, but like Wilkin­ 
son, 
having become unpopular and 
pushed aside by his people, and still al­ 
lowed to sit in council and draw plat­ 
forms, and talk, next made a speech. 
He is a tall fellow, towering in his make 
up, fire in his eye and thunder in his 
tones. He said: All this land belongs 
to me. Great Father never paid me for 
it; all the land from the Missouri to the 
Mississippi was mine, but the white 
man has taken it all, and now the Long 
Haired Chief has found our gold, and 
the white man will want that land. too. 
We want the Great Father to come and 
talk about this, or else let us come to 
Washington and tell him about it. 
They have built railroads on our land, 
made us great promises, but never paid 
us any money. They have not given 
us a dollar; not so much as that—[pick­ 
ing up a fragment of rotten wood which 
he crushed between his fingers]—white 
man comes, takes land, and I get noth­ 
ing—^white people keep driving us— 
white man. breaks treaty, white man 
robs us of money sent us by Great 
Father, and now white man wants all 
we have. Our wagons are broken, our 
cattle dead—our goods are gone, and 
we are poor. 
Medicine Man then came forward, and 
in a burst of eloquence, gesturing wild- 
Is, said he was a boy, but he was getting 
tobe a man, and he had som^hing 
to say. He too, spoke of the land, of 
the gold and of the whites tresspassing, 
and wanted to go to Washington to see 
about it, but he thought nothing could be 
done to save it as he saw the whites 
were bound’to take it. It grieved him 
deeply that Custer should go into the 
Black Hills, and that th« .whites should 
want the land, but worst oL all, the 
Bees were taken in. 


was nobody wfth the Un^papas. He 
came up to see the Chief of ^ e Iron 


The Great Father told them to shake 
hands with the whites and treat them 
well, and they would give them many 
presents, and he hoped the whites 
would give thetn mhch powder. They 
had many little houses, but nothing to 
put. in them* And needed wagons and 
horses. 
He had. heard so fuueh about thé rail 
road, that as> Running Antelope was

was good. He wanted powder and lead 
and things, and said all Running Ante­ 
lope and the others had said wacF true. 
The big man who wears a while hat, 
told them lies sometimes; be talked too 
much, and when he asked him to write 
to the Great Father he gave him some 
money and told him to keep still. He 
was a good Indian, he said so, but he 
wanted powder and lead. 
Black Bird was full of fire. He knew 
his rights and knowing, dare maintain. 
He looked as if he could steal a horse, 
peel a scalp, or tell how good he was, 
with equal grace. Said he: This land 
all belongs to us. The white man comes 
in and makes farms on it—the rail road 
comes, and we have lost it—we have no 
money, no game, no powder, no clothes, 
no blankets, and the Long Haired 
Chief has been through our country, 
and found our gold; we want the Great 
Father to stop it. If he can’t stop it, 
we want him to send us guns and pow­ 
der, and we will stop it. We want a 
new trader—we come here and we buy 
much for a dollar; we go to our trader 
and he takes a dollar a yard for ging­ 
ham. Tell the Great Father to send us 
a man who will sell us something for a 
dollar. [He showed several articles and 
compared prices here and those at the 
Agency.] 
Lone Feather amused the crowd by 
showing them how he was divide^, 
being half Ree and half Sioux. He 
came up with chiefs to talk and visit^ 
He saw many white men and soldiers; 
all were quiet, aad he was glad to see 
them. He told of the former extent of 
their country, but it is all gone now. 
The Great Fathdt took it all but the 
Black Hills, though it all belonged to 
them. He knew it, and Great Spirit 
knew it, and now Long Haired Chief 
has found there is gold in the little 
piece of land we have left, and he wants 
that—we want the Long Haired Chief 
to keep away from there, and go the 
other way if he must do something. 
Though a half-breed only, much of the 
land is mine. 
This concluded the talk, though sub 
sequently a T rib u n e 
reporter inter­ 
viewed Running Antelope concerning 
the country. He said they would not 
sell the Black Hills, would not talk 
about them or about selling them. He 
was fifty-three years old, and he would 
not sell; after he is gone his son will be 
chief, and he will not sell, and after 
him his son, and though each live to be 
as old as he, they will not sell. He 
said, however, that if he had two lands 
he would sell one of them, but having 
but one he would not think of it. 
The talk on the part of Indians being 
concluded. Col. Brownson replied as 
follows: 
My Red friends, I am glad to see you 
all. The head man of this railroad, Gen. 
Cass, lives far away in a great city; and 
the next railroad cheif, Gen. Mead, lives 
in St. Paul. I am only theirfagent and 
cannot speak for them as they would if 
they were here. 
They would no doubt 
talk to you more eloquently than I pos­ 
sibly can, for my business is to do 
things, and not to talk. But every* 
thing you and I say will be put on 
paper by this Medecine Man on my 
right, who is taking notes (Col. Louns- 
berry) and who will print them on 
paper and our Great Father and all 
other white and red men who can read 
will know what we say'. 
I am sorry we cannot remember the 
names of each of you to answer the talk 
of each, but wha^. little I have to say 
will be in answer generally to what you 
have all said. You say your Great Fa­ 
ther has not provided you with very 
many things that you want, and that 
you are all poor, and that you want 
him to give you powder, and food, and 
clothes, and you complain that the long 
haired soldier (Gen. Custer) has made 
a trip to the Black Hills. 
With all 
this I have nothing to do. 
Among the 
white people each one has his own 
work to do. 
My work is to see that 
all goods sent you by the Great Father 
are brought here, safely and delivered 
to the boats to be taken to your agents. 
And if][ou.bAve furs oi^^ny th l^ |te e 
to 8edA%¥*y, I Ééé that"it is áately ari'd 
quickly senit, and I am always paid^ for 
doing‘ this. All the people in this 
country must obey the Great Father. 


and when he tells Gen. Custer to go to 
the Black Hills he goes and asks no 
queatJoiis of me or anybody else. 
Yon 
say there is plenty of gold in the Bladk 
Hills and that you don’t want the 
iHiites to go there and carry away your 
gold—^bnt the gold is not yours—the 
Great Spirit made the gold, as he did 
every thing else, and made it for the 
use of any one who might find it, and 
knows how to use it. You cannot use 
it—^you will not find it, because you 
don’t like to work. 
When the white 
man is hungry and wants clothes, he 
sells what he can do without and what 
is of no use to him first, and may be he 
sells something he wants very much 
and buys what he wants more—so with 
the Black Hills—^you say they are yours 
—and you are hungry and naked—very 
well—^you can’t eat nor can you wear 
the Black Hills—why don’t you sell to 
the Great Father and get annuities 
that will make you warm and glad? 
This is the best you can do with the 
Black Hills. I don’t want any of them 
nor do I expect to go there, but i( you 
bring me gold from there I will let you 
have what I have to sell. If people go 
to the Black Hills they must come over 
our railroad and must pay us for it. 
This is all I can say for the Black Hills. 
As to powder, the Railroad Company 
don’t make it or deal in it. 
The sol­ 
diers and traders keep it, and General 
Custer has more on hand than any one 
in this part of the country, and I will 
refer you to him for that article. 
You say the white man comes here 
poor and goes away well dressed and 
with plenty of money. This is true and 
right, for they work,each and every one 
doing something, plowing the ground, 
sowing grain and making food and 
clothing out of the ground, and this you 
can all do if you will; you can make a 
little piece of ground give you plenty of 
food all the year, so that you need not 
go hungry nor your children, but you 
must try it for yoursdves and the 
Great Father will help you. I cannot 
work for you; I am here almost a stran­ 
ger like yourselves and I work, get 
money and go to people who have food 
to sell and buy and pay for it. If I had 
a home here and food I would not let 
anyone of you go away hungry if you 
were away from home and I had food 
I would share it with you, but I cannot 
make enough to feed all of you and my­ 
self too. I will buy some flour and beef 
for the Railroad Company and give to 
you when this talk is done. 
The red man as you say once owned 
all this country; this is true. It is also 
true that the red men are getting fewer 
and the white man is increasing in 
number and is rapidly spreading all 
over the world. This is true because 
the man who lives by hunting can never 
stand before the man who lives by cul­ 
tivating the earth. 
The Great Spirit 
watches all people; one comes on anoth­ 
er goes off. There were people here 
before the red man; they were gone so 
long since, you do not remember them. 
The white man is taking the place of 
the red man, and some other race will 
take the place of the white man, and 
the Great Spirit only knows who will 
live and possess the land. 
To every man the Great Spirit gives 
the earth to live on, the air to breath, 
the water to drink. 
Food and clothes 
and all other comforts must be earned 
every one for himself. This is the will 
of the Great Spirit, to which all people 
White, or'Red, or Black must submit. 
You say this land over which our rail­ 
road passes and on which this town is 
situated is yours—other great chiefs 
claim this townsite as you do and by 
about the same right -you are mistaken 
about this matter M you are about the 
Black Hills which you do not inhabit, 
and never have, and possibly never visit­ 
ed. This is all I have to say to you 
except that I will have some flour and 
beef brought here for you and some 
tobacco for your pipes. 
After the council broke up Col. 
Brownson distributed among the In­ 
dians some flour, beef and tobacco and 
they went away happy though evidently 
not appreciatiPg th'^ Colonels lecture. 
The next day they came again and 
danced for the, amusement of the peo­ 
ple, begging food, clothing, Ac., and 
left contented.
